December Output Tops Erskine Sees New Cats

Hold Lead

CLEVELAND, Jan. 17.—Rims in- 

spected and approved by the 

Tire and Rim Association, Inc., 
during the month of December 
numbered 879,259. 

That compares to 1,101,193 in De- 
cember of 1928 and 596,989 last 
month. It brings the total for the 
year up to 24,141,502, compared to 


24,247,282 in 1928. 

In other words, rim production, 
as judged by the inspection reports, 
after an unusually avy spurt in 
the early months of the year, slipped 
| back to a point 105,780 below that 
; achieved last year. 
| An entire absence of airplane in- 
| spection figures in December, to- 
gether with sharp declines in pas- 
senger and truck figures for the 
month of November, combined to 
bring the sharp break at the tail- 
end of the year. 

During the month of December, 
the report reveals, there were 209 
experimental rims inspected and 
improved, and in addition 121,455 
20-inch truck rims 30x5 and 9.019 
20-inch truck rims 34x7 were made 
to the new contour, inspected and 
——- 

ompared to December of last 
year gains were shown in 18-inch 
| balloons, 19-inch balloons and mo- 
torcycle rims. 

Twenty-two-inch balloons faded 
out of the picture in Decem- 
ber, leaving but 3,890 inspected 
and approved during the entire 
year. Nineteen-inch balloons 
represented 65.2 of the month’s 
output, and 22.1 per cent. of the 
figure for the whole year. 

Over the full twelve months 20- 
inch balloons held the lead, with an 
annual output representing 41.4 per 
cent. of the total, but in December 
that size represented but 1.5 per 
cent. of the month's figure. 

December totals for the various 
classes were: Passenger, 706,891; 
|truck, 164,989; motorcycle, 7,379, 
and airplane, none.

As Spur to 1930 
Buying 


GouTH BEND, IND., Jan. 17.— 

The increasing popularity of 
eight-cylinder automobiles, which 
were shown in greater numbers at 
the New York automobile show, 
may prove to be the chief factor in 
bringing about an upward swing 
in the trend of motor car produc- 
tion and a resultant increase in 
earnings of manufacturing com- 
panies. This is the opinion ex- 
pressed by A. R. Erskine, president 
of the Studebaker Corporation. 

Annual changes in models, Mr, 
Erskine pointed out, proved a stimue 
lating factor in motor car produce 
tion a decade ago. Today the trend 
from “fours” and “sixes” to “eights” 
may well be expected to act as @ 
new stimulant to the industry. An 
increasing number of manufacturers 
are entering this field. This is evie 
denced by the fact that 147 of the 
total of 268 cars displayed at the 
New York show were eight-cylinder 
models. The position of predomi- 
nance at the show thus passes te 
the “eight” after being held for six< 
teen years by sixes. 

Evidence of the manner in which 
the public is favoring the eighte 
cylinder models is indicated by 19 
registration figures. For the fir 
ten months of 1929 registration 
figures from forty-three states show 
a 62 per cent. increase in eight- 
cylinder cars in the above $1,00@ 
class and a decrease of .18 per cenk 
in “sixes” in the same price class.

of motor truck registration 
for December and the full year 
1929 from the states of Utah, 
North Dakota and Arkansas, 
three distinct sections of the ter- 
ritory west of the Mississippi 
River, show a mixed trend in 
sales both for the final month of 
the year and the twelve-month 
period as a whole. 

Arkansas and Utah registrations 
of commercial cars were above 
1928, both for the full year and De- 
eember, while North Dakota failed 
to reach the 1928 totals both in che 
month and the full year 

Arkansas motor truck sales 
boosted considerably during 
year by flood control work along 
the Mississippi and, as a_ result. 
this state registered 8,011 commer- 
cial cars, as compared with 3,167 in 
1928, an increase of 4,644, equiva- 
lent to 152 per cent. This is tiie 
largest increase reported by anys 
State thus far. 

Utah, sharing in the general pros- 
perity of the Rocky Mountain states, 
reported 1929 sales totaling 2.610, as 
against 1,346 in 1928, an increase of 
1,264, equal to 93 per cent. 


North Dakota saw a slight slack- 
ening of motor truck business in 
1929, with the registrations amount- 
ing to 4,143, as against 4,267 in the 
preceding year, a loss of only 124, 
or 2 per cent. A large part of this 
loss was incurred in the final month 
of the year 

Arkansas also made the largest 
increase in December over a year 
ago, the registrations in that 
month amounting to 69, as against 

3 in the final month of 1928, a 
gain of 26, equivalent to 60 per 
cent. 

Utah’s December sales were 48, as 
compared with 38 in December, 1928, 
an increase of 10, or 26 per cent. 

North Dakota’s December regis- 
trations amounted to 42, as against 
89 in December, 1928, a net loss of 
47, equal to 52 per cent. 

The largest part of the increase 
in commercial car sales in Arkansas 
in 1929 over 1928 was accounted for 
by Ford and Chevrolet, with gains 
of 2,984 and 1,367 _ respectively. 
Other makes of trucks to show gains 
were International, Dodge, Whippet. 
Reo, Fargo, Brockway-Indiana and 
the makes listed under miscellane- 
ous. 

The same situation existed in 

Jtah, where Ford and Chevrolet 
set up gains of 1,150 and 133 re- 
spectively. Other makes to show 
increases were Reo, Rugby, Mack, 
White, Whippet, Fargo and Stude- 
baker. 

North Dakota, where sales in 
1929 were slightly under 1928, Ford 
made a gain of 1,024, but Chevrolet 
lost. Other makes to show gains 
were Whippet, Fargo, Rugby, Willys- 
Knight, Diamond T and White. 

In the Arkansas December sales 
only Ford, Chevrolet and the Whip- 
pet showed increases over a year 


ago. 

In Utah the December registra- 
tions of Ford, Chevrolet and Dodge 
showed sufficient increase to make 
up for the losses of the other makes 
and give the state a net gain of 10.

In North Dakota, despite the fact of commercial cars, 


that the state showed a loss for 
the month, as compared with De- 
cember, 1928, Ford showed an in- 
crease of 9 and 7 ee 1. There 
was a net loss of 47, however. 

Ford was the only make of 
truck to show gains in each state, 
both for the month and for the 
year. This was due to a certain 
extent to the fact that the com- 
pany had failed to reach full pro- 
duction on its trucks in the final 
month of 1928, and that sales in 
that month were limited some- 
what by the supply. 

Chevrolet failed to show a gain 
for the year in North Dakota and 
also for the month of December in 
that state. 

Ford and Chevrolet took first and 
second places, respectively, in all 
three states for sales for the entire 
year 1929, but International was 
able to capture third place in only 
Arkansas and North Dakota, Dodge 
holding this position in Utah 

Dodge took fourth place in the 
two states where International was 
third, with International taking 
fourth place in Utah, where Dodge 
was third. Fifth place went to G 
M. C. in Utah and North Dakota, 
while Whippet, was fifth in Arkan- 
sas.

ae automobile manufacturers are spending a| 
great deal of time just now worrying about the “Yankee| 
invasion” of their automotive markets. In France there is a; 
movement on foot for inc reasing the duties on foreign cars | 
imported into the country and it is said that the tariff sched- 
ule may call for as much as ninety per cent. ad valorem 
German manufacturers are beseeching their government) 
for protection from foreign automotive products which at} 
the present time pretty nearly dominate their home market. | 
Our foreign representatives are combating this idea of| 
trying to hold us out of profitable markets by tariff walls. 

In the meantime, automotive trade representatives in| 
Europe say that a definite accord has been reached among | 
the automotive producers of Germany, Italy France, Bel-| 
gium, Austria and Czecho-Slovakia with regard to forcing | 
an ironclad import agreement designed to halt the progress | 
of our export development in the Continental countries. It | 
may be that this move is in the nature of a smoking out of | 
the American reaction to such a concerted movement to 
bar our products out by prohibitive tariffs. All these Conti- 
nental countries depend to a considerable extent on business 
done with us, and any threat of reprisals from this side 
would make the governments extremely thoughtful. 

There is grave doubt of the ultimate success of any 
combination of this sort in restraint of international trade. 
England tried something of the kind in her late rubber 
embargo. In the beginning this seemed to be doing what 
it was designed to do, but ultimately it broke down and 
was withdrawn. The law of supply and demand governs 
in international trade just as it does in national. If Conti- 
nental Europe needs American automotive products 
because its own industry cannot equal our products, tariff 


walls will only be a temporary obstacle.

vehicles were purchased on time payments and the total | 
amount advanced was $1,506,009,910. 

From these figures we gather that the amount a 
vanced on the purchase of individual] cars averaged about 
$464. Even though the figures include used car purchases, 
this average is not excessive. There would seem to be a 
margin here to protect the holder of paper on cars. The | 
danger on deferred-payment sales of motor vehicles lies in | 
a first investment so small that the transaction may be} 
turned into rental by an enterprising customer. 

If the deferred-payment buyer makes so small a down | 
payment that he does not feel the pride of ownership and| 
the incentive to obtain complete possession, he may elect 
at any time to allow payments to lapse and the car to be 
repossessed. The buyer who gets a car at the beginning of | 
summer on a small down payment may keep up his instal’ 
ments during the touring season and then permit them to| 
Japse, counting the whole transaction rental for the season | 
of the year when the car is most used. 

Taken in all, the deferred-payment business of the 
automotive industry is conducted on a conservative basis. 
This is fortunate because the ability of the industry to 
distribute its normal production depends on the ability of 
the average man to use his credit and pay out of income 
while using his purchase. If the used car business of the 
industry had always been conducted on as conservative 
a basis as the deferred-payment business has been, we 
would not be hearing all the talk of the “used car prob- 
lem” that we commonly do.

There is a glowing example of | 
how little sales can mount up into 
big profits in the experience of a 
Middle Western house which han- 
dies replacement parts and acces-| 
gories | 

The sales manager of this com-| 
pany decided there was a lot of 
business to be picked up from the 
filling stations providing it was 
proverly organized. He realized that 
most stations handle replacement 
fan belts, spark plugs, gas tank 


caps, tire gauges and the like and| 
that these stations bought in small | 
quantities. | 

He. therefore, worked out a small} 
assortment, which he could afford | 
to sell for $25 and still make a fair} 
profit. His assortment contained a} 
number of fan belts of standard 
sizes, lamp bulbs, tire boots, fuses, 
dust cloths, screw drivers, windshield 
wiper blades, tire patches, spring oil, 
polish and the items enumerated in 
the previous paragraph. ; 

This assortment went over in a 
big: way among the stations in his 
territory. He was careful only to 
put new and standard articles in 
the assortment, and thus kill any 
thought on the part of his prospec- 
tive customer that he was trying to 
unload a lot of dead items. 

In cases where the station already 
had a supply of some of the items 
in the assortment, these items al- 
ready in hand could be checked 





against the list supplied by the job- 
ber, and the filling station proprietor | 
could buy the balance of the needed | 
items to fill in the list. | 

These assortments has led to a | 
number of new and profitable ac-| 
counts, for filling station men got 
the habit of calling the jobber when | 
a replacement was needed in the} 
original kit, and it was then only| 
natural that they would call the 
same jobber when anything else 
was needed 

In order to keep everybody sup- 
plied with information concerning 
the latest in filling station equip- 
ment and supplies, this jobber pub- 
lishes a small monthly house organ 
which is written up in such a way 
that the service man can show it 
to his customer if he feels so in- 
clined. List prices are shown and 
the proprietor is supplied with a 
separate discount sheet. 

The point of the whole thing is 
that this jobber’s sales manager 
started out to sell a few sets of ac- 
cessories to a few local filling sta- 
tions and almost before he was 
aware of it, the small business grew 
into a mighty big one, so big that 
Special salesmen are now calling on 
filling stations and the jobber finds 
it necessary to publish a paper to 
keep everybody up to date. 

This is the sort of thing that’s 
apt to happen to almost any house 
that boasts an executive with 
enough vision to see possibilities in 
the little sales. }
